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Council Adopts Cable TV Ordinance; 
Recommends Site Plan For Exxon

At its meeting June 8, Coun¬ 
cil approved a cable television 
ordinance and made a recom¬ 
mendation on an automobile 
filling station. However, coun¬ 
cil needed more information 
before it could make a recom¬ 
mendation on two rezoning 
applications. 

Because several technical 
amendments were made to the ca¬ 
ble television ordinance during 
the evening, a suspension of rules 
was needed to pass the ordinance 
that night. Most of the amend¬ 
ments corrected typographical er¬ 
rors. One change, suggested by 
Storer Cable Communications, 
limits to 30 days any extension of 
a 60-day period within which a 
public hearing should be held on 
requests for subscriber fee 
changes. 

Under the terms of the cable 
television ordinance, the city 
council and city manager would 
serve as the Cable Television 
Commission and executive direc¬ 
tor. However, council could set up 
a Cable Television Commission. 
The ordinance gives council the 
opportunity to grant one or more 
franchises in a number of op¬ 
tions—city franchise, joint fran¬ 
chise with another city, or join 
the county system. Although 
franchises are for 15-year? re¬ 
newable terms, the ordinance out¬ 
lines procedures for revoking or 
terminating the franchise. A 5% 
franchise fee is set and any trans¬ 
fer of the franchise must be ap¬ 


proved by council. 

If economically feasible, 100% 
of subscribers in the franchise 
territory would receive cable tele¬ 
vision service 18 months after the 
franchisee received all necessary 
permits and licenses. A studio 
will be available six months after 
service begins. The franchise will 
provide one service outlet to each 
fire station, public school build¬ 
ing, police station, public library, 
and other municipal bufidings 
designated by the city. Access 
channels will be available for 
local educational, governmental, 
and noncommercial public use. 
The equivalent of 20 television 
broadcast channels (120 Mhz of 
bandwidth) will be available. The 
system should also have the ca¬ 
pacity for two-way non-voice re¬ 
turn communication. 

Site Plan 

In another agenda item, Coun¬ 
cil approved the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board's (APB) recommend¬ 
ations for the site plan for a 
Greenway Shopping Center gas 
station. The recommendations 
were sent to the Prince Georges 
Planning Board as council's posi¬ 
tion. APB recommended the site 
plan be approved with two condi¬ 
tions, First, the Technical Staff 
requirements for sign height and 
location should be approved and 
the city should be included in re¬ 
view of specific sign designs. Sec¬ 
ond, the city ordinances that 
trash containers be set behind the 
building set-back line and at least 
30 feet from a public right-of- 
way should be applied and dump¬ 
sters should be screened by 


shrubbery of equal or greater 
height. Western Development 
Corporation legal counsel Robert 
Manzi expressed agreement with 
the recommendations. 

Two rezoning matters were de¬ 
layed until necessary paperwork 
could be completed. For consider¬ 
ation of the rezoning of 33 acres 
south of the Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter, council set an early meeting. 
Coakley & Williams, contract 
purchasers of the tract, supports 
annexation in return for city sup¬ 
port of the rezoning request to 
C-M (Commercial-Miscellaneous) 
and C-O (Commercial-Office). 
Coakley Sc Williams attorney 
Russell Shipley states, “I will re¬ 
quest more time on the city’s be¬ 
half, if it is necessary." 

The Hearing Examiner has set 
a hearing date of July 22 for the 
rezoning request for 12 acres on 
both sides of Hanover Parkway. 
The contract purchaser, Western 
Development, is also proposing 
annexation in return for city sup¬ 
port of rezoning and assistance in 
financing public improvements. 
No significant problems were 
foreseen and council felt the mat¬ 
ter could be dealt with at its 
July meeting. 

Council also received two peti¬ 
tions. A complaint about a police 
officer was referred to the City 
Manager, Council scheduled an 
early meeting with the Board of 
Directors of the Fire Department 
who were concerned that new 
regulations about the chain of 
command would create problems 
especially in the area of fire 
safety. 


After a Year of Ups and Downs, Final 
U.S. Census Figures Are "Approximate”

“Final census counts indi¬ 
cate that Greenbelt has a pop¬ 
ulation of just over 17,330 and 
approximately 8,000 housing 
units.” So wrote Peter A. 
Bounpane, Acting Chief of the 
Decennial Census Division, 
Bureau of the Census to 
Greenbelt Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld in a letter dated May 26. 

Wait a minute! How’s that 
again? Must over 17,330?” 44 Ap¬ 
proximately 8000?” Can this be 
the Bureau of the Census, report¬ 
ing its final figures after the 
countdown in Greenbelt ? Certain¬ 
ly we die, and we are born, and 
some of us move away, and some 
move in. But at the cut-off mo¬ 
ment when they were counting, 
didn’t they know the figure they 
were prepared to stand behind? 

In fact, those tw'o figures have 
fluctuated a good bit during the 


last year. Preliminary estimates 
last summer on the number of 
housing units stood at 8,289. This 
was changed in September to 
8,023 and further “corrected” 
downward in mid-November to 
7,348. At that time the city strong¬ 
ly challenged the figures, which 
were greatly at variance with a 
count of dwelling units made by 
Assistant City Manager Dennis 
Piendak. His figure was 8,019. So 
there we stand—“approximately 
8,000 housing units”—give or take 
a few, of course. 

A similar pattern applies to the 
population count. In 1970 Green¬ 
belt had 18,199 residents. Not 
“approximately,” we note. Then 
the 1980 census showed 17,246, re¬ 
vised downward in November to 
15.906. Later the Bureau conced¬ 
ed that some sections of Green¬ 
belt had been inadvertently 
counted in another political juris¬ 
diction. The new figure, “just 
over 17,330,” more closely ap¬ 
proximates the best guess of city 


officials themselves. 

Correct figures are important, 
as Bounpane’s letter acknowledg¬ 
es: “The Census Bureau will cer¬ 
tify the revised figures .... and 
whenever official counts are need¬ 
ed (for revenue sharing and oth¬ 
er purposes), the Census Bureau 
will provide the certified revised 
count.” But since the correction 
was made too late to get into the 
computer files or published tables 
of the census, Bounpane assured 
the city that the revised certified 
count would be shown in “a cor¬ 
rection note,” 

In changes over the last decade, 
Greenbelt fits into a national 
trend. There are more housing 
units, but fewer people occupying 
them. More and more households 
are headed by single persons, as 
divorce rates increase. Families 
have fewer children, and growing 
numbers of the elderly often live 
alone. Thus Greenbelt’s popula¬ 
tion drop of nearly 1,000 since 
1970 typifies the national norms. 


GHI Stops Its Sales Aetivities 
To Comply With Court Order

In an executive session on June 11, the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc, Board of Directors voted to terminate immediately its 
sales activities, (see box). This action was taken after Circuit 
Court Judge Vincent Femia on June 8 found GHI in contempt 
of court because its sales operations were not self-supporting, 
a violation of the court order handed down on January 4, 1980 
in the Nyman suit against GHI, (Nyman filed suit in May 1978 
charging that GHI’s new sales policy of eliminating commissions 


on sale of homes and charging 
land anti-trust laws ) 


MOTION 

The following motion which 
was passed by the GHI Board 
in executive session on June 
11 is on the agenda of the 
board meeting tonight, June 
18, at 8 p.m. 

’Be it moved that pursuant 
to an order of the Circuit 
Court for Prince George's 
County, GHI hereby immedi¬ 
ately terminate all sales func¬ 
tions performed by the sales 
and members services depart¬ 
ment; and further, that GHI 
shall escrow all sales com¬ 
missions payable on the trans¬ 
fer of those GHI units which 
are presently subject to bind¬ 
ing sales contracts and which 
were listed with the GHI sales 
oflSce.” 


After GHI appealed, the Spe¬ 
cial Court of Appeals of Maryland 
on March 4, 1981 ruled that 
CHI's policy of charging a single 
fee for each home sold (regard¬ 
less of whether GHI, an outside 
realtor, or the homeowner sells 
the house) violated the state’s 
antitrust law. The opinion sub¬ 
stantially affirmed the decision of 
the Circuit Court for Prince 
Georges County handed down by 
Judge Femia. The effect of the 
decision was to continue the low¬ 
er court's ban on a single fee 
which combines administrative, 
inspection and sales service costs 
in a single package. 

Nyman later filed to require 


a single fee violated the Mary- 

GHI to comply and on June 8 
GHI was cited for contempt. 
Judge Femia gave GHI until Au¬ 
gust 10 to come up with an ac¬ 
ceptable plan that would show 
the sales operation is self-sup¬ 
porting, He indicateed that if he 
approves the plan the fine would 
be suspended--$100 a day running 
from January 4, 1980 to June 8, 
1981 and continuing every day 
thereafter for as long as GHI re¬ 
mains in contempt. Additionally, 
GHI will have to pay legal fees 
which could amount to approxi¬ 
mately $40,000, 

GHI’s options appear to be to 
(1) abandon its real estate sales 
activities (listing, advertising, 
showing homes, etc.) or (2) pay 
its sales personnel strictly on the 
basis of commissions on sales of 
homes, and to maintain sales 
bank accounts and books sepa¬ 
rate from all other corporate rec¬ 
ords. 

On the advice of counsel, GHI 
had instituted a 3% commission 
just prior to the court order on 
January 4, 1980 which, in the 
opinion of GHI's legal counsel, 
would put GHI in compliance 
with the court order. According 
to a GHI spokesperson, the 3% 
fee coupled with the slowing 
down of the real estate market 
resulted in income insufficient to 
cover the expense of the sales 
operation.

City Takes Stand 
On Bus Changes 

On Wednesday, May 27, a pub¬ 
lic hearing was held by WMATA 
and Prince Georges County to re¬ 
ceive comments on proposed bus 
service cutbacks. The following 
excerpts are from the city’s 
statement which was read by Mi¬ 
chael McLaughlin, administrative 
assistant II: 

44 . . . While the need for serv¬ 
ice cutbacks is disturbing, City 
Council is encouraged that the 
portion of the Greenbelt Line 
route R-12 proposed for a cut¬ 
back is to be replaced by the re¬ 
routing of the T-16 route. Before 
this change is made, however, 
Council, and Greenbelt residents 
who have appeared before Coun¬ 
cil, would like to have two con¬ 
cerns addressed. First, it is rec¬ 
ommended that consideration be 
given to adding one bus on the 
T-16 in the morning before the 
presently scheduled 6:10 a.m. bus 
from New Carrollton. This will 
serve residents of the City, who 
will be unable to get to work on 
the bus because the first sched¬ 
uled T-16 bus will not allow them 
to get to Beltway Plaza on time 
to catch the second bus to their 
job. A T-16 bus leaving Greenbelt 
Center at approximately 6:15 a.m. 
for Beltway Plaza would also 
ameliorate this situation. 

Coordination with other bus 
routes is the second concern of 
the proposed service change. 
Again, Greenbelt residents using 
Metrobus have advised that bet¬ 
ter coordination between the T- 
16 and other buses which serve 
the Beltway Plaza, such as the 
R-12 and the C-2, is needed in 
order to better serve riders. With 
the present system, transferring 
from one bus to another some¬ 
times results in inordinately long 
layovers. This is particularly true 
on Saturdays when other buses 
serving Beltway Plaza run on 
the hour whereas the T-16 runs 
approximately every hour and 15 
minutes. As a result, there can be 
instances where a person riding 
the T-16 to Beltway Plaza would 
be required to wait almost one 
hour for a connecting bus to 
Prince Georges Plaza.” . . . 

Other Greenbelters speaking at 
the hearing were Dorothy Baluch, 
President of Citizens for Green¬ 
belt, and Irene Hensel, from the 
Transportation Committee of the 
Citizens for Greenbelt. They op¬ 
posed the cutbacks, but advised 
if there were to be cutbacks, then 
the remaining buses should coor¬ 
dinate better with connecting 
buses serving Beltway Plaza.

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Council Changes Management 
Firm For Green Ridge House

A new management firm for Green Ridge House was chosen 
by the Greenbelt City Council at their regular meeting on Mon¬ 
day, June 8, The nod, on the recommendation of City Manager 
James K. Giese, went to Community Realty Co., Inc., which 
already manages the Springhill Lake apartments. That fact — 
that the firm was already well known in Greenbelt and well 
respected — was the major consideration in making the choice. 
Another reason was that the firm is large enough to have in 
its employ full-time an electrician, a carpenter, and a plumber 
Council members felt their availability in an emergency would 
be an asset. 


Community Realty was one 
among eight candidates for the 
contract. Others were CMF Man¬ 
agement Co., whose present two- 
year contract is just expiring. 
Council hopes the new contract 
can be negotiated for an 18- 
month period so that they will not 
again be encumbered with the re¬ 
sponsibility of renegotiating a 
contract just as the budget hear¬ 
ings dominate their work days. 

One member of the audience, 
Jose Morales, who has maintained 
a close interest in the functioning 
and smooth running of the retire¬ 
ment facility, objected to council’s 
failure to choose the Green Ridge 
Residents’ Association to manage 
their own facility. Resident James 
Cassels had prepared a proposal 
for the residents to manage their 
home cooperatively. Morales par¬ 
ticularly emphasized the impor¬ 
tance to the residents of having 
someone there 24 hours a day—a 
service that the residents them¬ 
selves could clearly offer. But 
Giese feft the two employees 
called for in the contract, plus 
an emergency number to call, 
would meet the needs of residents. 
The firm is not responsible for 
medical care of residents, Giese 
said—only for maintenance of the 
building. 

Councilman Thomas White said 


that council’s main reason for not 
choosing the Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion as the management team was 
that an outside firm would offer 
“some insulation.” “There is a 
potential for bad feelings, per¬ 
sonalities in decisions,” he said. 
White pointed out that before 
Green Ridge House opened, coun¬ 
cil had questioned whether the 
city itself should manage the fa¬ 
cility. They had decided against 
that step, he noted, precisely be¬ 
cause of the same “lack of insu¬ 
lation.” 

Councilman Richard Castaldi 
said he felt the selection of Com¬ 
munity Realty could give the res¬ 
idents the “best of both worlds.” 
They would not have the head¬ 
aches of management problems, 
he pointed out; at the same time 
they could volunteer to staff the 
information desk in off-hours if 
they so chose. “It would be a 
good way to learn all the prob¬ 
lems,” he said. 

“It’s a judgment,” said Coun¬ 
cilman Charles Sc h wan. “We 
hope it's right.” 

One elderly resident, who had 
been following the discussion 
avidly, called out as she left the 
room as council turned to the 
next agenda item: “You’ll hear 
from us if we don’t like it.” She 
had the last word.

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Greenbelters Bid Farewell To The Darwin Beck Family

Prince Georges County Council 
Chairman Parris N. Glendening in 
summing up the Council's actions 
in adopting the budgets of the 
County, the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission, the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Trust Commis¬ 
sion, and the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission on Friday, May 22, em¬ 
phasized “We are providing a 
balance between a tax reduction 
and delivery of services." 

Over the last three months, the 
Council restored a number of pro¬ 
gram funds felled by the Hogan 
budget ax and adopted a signifi¬ 
cantly different version of the FY 
82 operating budget than that pro¬ 
posed by the County Executive. 

“We’ve succeeded in reducing 
the property fax rate 8% cents 
per *XG0 of assessed valuation and 
added approximately $9.8 million 
to maintain quality in our educa¬ 
tional system, our police force and 
our parks and recreational facili¬ 
ties," Glendening said . “The aver¬ 
age taxpayer essentially will have 
the same tax bill." 

Program Additions 

In order to offset major cut¬ 
backs proposed by the Executive, 
the Council sanctioned an increase 
of $8.9 million to the Board of 
Education, an addition of $130,425 
to the Police Department which 
increases the number of sworn 
County Police Officers to 896, res¬ 
toration of funds in the health and 
human services area of the budget, 
and creation of a special fund for 
highway projects. 

The Council nixed a controver¬ 
sial move by the Executive to con¬ 
solidate three commissions which 
deal with problem solving for 
County residents by restoring 
funding for the Human Relations 
Commission, Landlord / Tenant 
Commission, and Consumer Pro¬ 
tection Commission, 

In addition it added $1,500 to 
the Office of Services to the Han¬ 
dicapped, increased compensation 
funding for the Community Resti¬ 
tution Program by $70,000 and in¬ 
creased by $100,000 funds for the 
purchase of apparatus and equip¬ 
ment used in fire and rescue oper¬ 
ations. 

It also added $273,153 into the 
Department of Health budget to 
restore five Human Service Aide 
positions proposed for elimination 
and to increase operating expen¬ 
ses and compensation for pro¬ 
grams in school health, mental re¬ 
tardation and addictions. 

Within the Department of Social 
Services, the Council moved for a 
$10,000 increase in the Respite 
Care Program, 

Other additions included $15,000 
for the purchase of library books 
for the Surratts/Clinton and Glen- 
arden Libraries; $30,000 in increas¬ 
ed operating expenses to restdre 
funding to Tourism; funding for 
a two percent bonus for Volunteer 
Firefighters retirements; *5,000 in 
increased operating expenses for 
the Oxon Hill Little League Fran¬ 
chise and County Babe Ruth 
League; and the establishment of 
funding for an annual $.01 dedica¬ 
ted tax to support a Street Im¬ 
provement Program.

There are those who serve with fanfare and bravado and 
there are those who serve with quiet competence. One always 
is aware of the former group, who frequently write letters to 
the editors and express themselves at open meetings while 
many do not know members of the latter for their views are 
usually expressed in small groups which earn them the respect 
of their peers without notoriety. A family which has served 
with “quiet competence” for the past eighteen years was hon¬ 
ored on Sunday, June 14, at the home of Howard and Pat 
Savage in the way that they chose, the same manner which has 
characterized their many acts of community service—quietly. 
The Beck family—Darwin, Shari, Heidi, Heather, Kelli and 
Parker—were bid farewell by their friends, neighbors and fel¬ 
low committee persons. The Becks will be moving from their 
third Greenbelt home to New Jersey in the next few weeks. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld intro- volved in classroom activities, 

Darwin was appointed to the 
city School Study Committee and 
the countys Task Force on School 
Closings. Even while not having 
a child enrolled in Mary Bethune 
Junior High School, Darwin par¬ 
ticipated in the meetings which 
occurred last year to improve the 
educational and social welfare of 
the students. His “quiet compe¬ 
tence" was sought when a group 
formed to meet with the princi¬ 
pal. 

Darwin was also elected to the 
GHI Board of Directors in 1970 
and served as treasurer until his 
growing family forced him to 
move from GHI to their home on 
Maplewood Court two years later. 
His service to the cooperative 
has been described by his fellow 
board member at the time, Char- 


duced Councilman Charles 
Schwan who presented Darwin 
with a resolution from the city 
council, citing his contributions 
to city advisory boards and com¬ 
mittees. Friends presented the 
family with a hand-drawn pic¬ 
ture depicting their many activ¬ 
ities in the community. 

Here over nearly two decades, 
the Becks will have left their 
mark on Greenbelt, which be¬ 
came their model in selecting a 
similar community in their new 
home in Mahwah. They report 
that some realtors were surprised 
when the Becks asked to see 
homes in towns which not only 
had good schools and a church 
of their affiliation, but also had 
recreational activities and a sense 
of neighborliness and civic spirit. 

A closely-knit family, the Becks 
have devoted much of their time 
to those activities which include 
their children. Holy Cross Lu 
theran Church has been the cen¬ 
ter of Beck family life with Shari 
serving on the nursery committee 
and the education committee as 
well as the Lutheran Women’s 
Missionary League. Darwin has 
served on the building committee 
and was in his second year as 
president of the Congregation 
when he resigned in March. Both 
have been youth councillors and, 
as Reverend Edward Birner re¬ 
marked, “around anytime anyone 
needed help." 

With three daughters, Shari 
spent a number of years with the 
Campfire girls and has recently 
been proofreading for the News 
Review and blood pressure test¬ 
ing at GHI. 

Stressing family togetherness, 
the six Becks would attend and, 
in many cases, help organize 
church suppers, bazaars, and 
other religious and social activi¬ 
ties, It would not be unusual for 
the whole Beck family—including 
teen-age daughters — sometimes 
with boyfriends in tow—to at¬ 
tend a square dance or pot luck 
dinner at the elementary school 
attended by the younger children, 

A deep commitment to the qual¬ 
ity of public education for their 
own children as well as others 
has been an important element 
in their lives. Darwin has served 
as president and treasurer of the 
Center School PTA, and both 
Shari and Darwin have been in¬ 


lie Schwan, “off and running 
right from the start. He was one 
of the few who virtually needed 
no apprenticeship," His contribu¬ 
tions to GHI included his position 
paper on reserves and the defer¬ 
ral of monthly charges program 
for senior citizens and handi¬ 
capped persons. He also tried to 
restructure board meetings to be 
conducted in a more orderly and 
professional fashion to avoid 
“nine amateurs wrestling with 
problems (we) do not understand 
and reaching decisions by fatigue 
rather than fact," 

The Greenbelt City Council ap¬ 
pointed Darwin to the Commu¬ 
nity Relations Advisory Board 
(affectionately known as CRAB) 
on which he has served for 13 
years, most recently as chairman. 
In 1976, CRAB was challenged to 
study problems associated with 
improvement of citizen-police re¬ 
lations and the committee came 
up with a number of recommen¬ 
dations including hiring a juve¬ 
nile officer, expansion of the po¬ 
lice department as well as their 
physical quarters, better commu¬ 
nications with the community, 
higher visibility of the officers, 
and others, many of whom have 
been adopted. Recently, CRAB 
has been studying the needs of 
the elderly in the community. 
Here, too, Darwin’s reasoned 
judgment in dealing with sensi¬ 
tive issues has been applauded 


by city staff and co-committee 
members. 

Darwin also has volunteered 
his services to many political 
campaigns, from the democratic 
party and school board candi¬ 
dates, to treasurer of Schwan's 
campaign for city council. 

With the numerous activities 
the Becks have contributed their 
time and talents to over the 
years, it goes without saying 
that they will be missed. The 
community they have loved and 
served so well bids them fare¬ 
well. Greenbelt’s loss will cer¬ 
tainly be Mahwah's gain.

Because this was the last regu¬ 
lar meeting of the council during 
the current fiscal year, the rules 
were suspended so that a reso¬ 
lution authorizing the purchase 
of a transmitter/receiver for the 
police dispatcher’s office could be 
presented for second reading and 
passage. Since this item was to 
be purchased from the Replace¬ 
ment Fund budget of this fiscal 
year, the commitment had to be 
completed before July 1. Compli¬ 
cating the purchase was the fact 
that the purchase price—$8,399— 
exceeded the budgeted amount; 
yet because the equipment for 
the Department has been stand¬ 
ardized with Motorola, competi¬ 
tive bids could not be solicited. 
The balance of the amount need¬ 


CARES Contract 

An agenda item concerning a 
contract with Behavior Service 
Consultants (BSC) with Greenbelt 
CARES drew more discussion. 
When the new city budget was 
adopted, $18,400 was allotted for 
the BSC contract, up 5% from' 
last year’s figure. The BSC pro¬ 
posal, however, had set the 
amount at $18,950—an 8.35% in¬ 
crease. 

“While staff was aware of this 
difference between this budget 
and contract,” a memo to council 
from the city manager concedes, 
“through oversi ht we failed to 
make note of this to the council 
during budget consideration.” On 
that basis — “since the fault is 
curs” — Schwan urged negotiation 
of the contract at the proposed 
figure. But councilman Richard 
Castaldi demurred, insisting that 
he could not support an increase 
of over 7%. At this point Mayor 
Pro Tem Richard Pilski withdrew 
his second of Schwan’s motion, 
saying he had not understood 
that Schwan meant to “negotiate” 
at the BSC figure. 

Councilman Thomas White then 
entered a new motion, authoriz¬ 
ing the city manager to negotiate 
an agreement with BSC some¬ 
where between $18,400 and $18,950. 
The motion passed unanimously. 


the meeting was a charter change 
resolution which would make 
possible a salary raise for the 
members of the city council— 
$3,400 for the mayor, $2,900 for 
the other members. 

Also introduced for first read¬ 
ing was a resolution establishing 
one judge and three clerks for 
each of four precincts in the 
next municipal election. Compen¬ 
sation was set at $75 for judges, 
$60 for clerks, and $75 for mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Elections, 

Retirement Liability 

On the knotty problem of how 
to deal with the city’s accrued 
liability for its employees in the 
state’s Employee Retirement Sys¬ 
tem, council decided to take a 
wait-and-see position. As report¬ 
ed earlier, following the close of 
the state legislative session in 
April, the city was notified that 
it was liable for $1,642,982 for its 
employees’ retirement plan. Pre¬ 
viously Greenbelt made an annual 
payment of $4,639. Suddenly it 
was charged—as were other mu¬ 
nicipalities—with an immense, 
unexpected liability. 

Three options were open to the 
city to meet this obligation: (1) 
to pay it at once in a lump sum 
amount without interest; (2) to 
make increased annual payments 
over a 40-year period, beginning 
in 1981, with 7% interest charged 
on the unpaid balance; (3) to de¬ 
fer the first increased annual 
payment for up to four years, but 
with the whole amount still due 
40 years from 1980. 

In the meantime, the possibil¬ 
ity has arisen that the state leg¬ 
islature may next year agree on 
still another alternative method 
of payment. For this reason, Gie- 
se recommended that the Mary¬ 
land Employees Retirement Sys¬ 
tem be notified that the city 
would determine its method of 
payment following the close of 
the legislative session in 1982. On

A FUN ’N’ FOODRINKERY 
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(This is the third in a ser¬ 
ies of three articles on Green- 
belt's sister city of Greendale , 
Wisconsin. The articles are 
the result of a trip to Wiscon¬ 
sin in May 1980 by our editor 
and her husband. 

The similarities we noted 
between Greenbelt and Green- 
dale often brought knowing 
smiles. The communities face 
similar problems. A Section- 
8 elderly housing apartment 
complex has been built, slight¬ 
ly ahead of Greenbelt’s Green 
Ridge House. Greendale’s fa¬ 
cility is comprised of four 
smaller buildings housing 
more than twice as many res¬ 
idents. Construction was by 
private developer. 

The school population is 
falling; a fifth elementary 
school site probably won’t be 
needed. 

Some of the largest lots and 
most expensive homes border 
the Root River Park. The own¬ 
ers are concerned by what they 
consider over-use of the park 
during good weather and 
would like to see the park’s 
use by out-of-towners limited. 

Government 

Greendale has a manager-coun¬ 
cil form of government. Members 
of the city council, called the board 
of trustees ,are elected at-large for 
two-year terms. However, there 
are six trustees and a separately 
elected mayor (president). The 
village, whose population is esti¬ 
mated at 18,000, has five precincts 
(wards). The board, which meets 
on the first and third Tuesdays of 
each month, has the same basic 
function as Greenbelt’s city coun¬ 
cil—setting policy for the manager 
and his staff to carry out. With 
the additional responsibilities that 
Greendale has, its government has 
some added functions: tax assess¬ 
ment, zoning, construction-related 
inspection, and health and fire 
departments. 

A broadened public works de¬ 
partment, headed by the village 
engineer, also oversees water and 
sewer systems and street lighting. 
The village clerk is also village 
treasurer and, among other things, 
is responsible for keeping vital 
statistics records. The police de¬ 
partment and municipal court are 
housed in a small separate struc¬ 
ture between the shopping center 
and Central School. There are 27 
uniformed officers mid a chief. 
Twelve dispatchers service police 
and fire emergency calls. A so¬ 
cial worker assigned to the police 
department works with “families, 
married couples, single persons 
and juveniles who are experienc¬ 
ing problems” according to the 
spring 1980 issue of the “Village 
Newsletter/* In addition to its

chief, the fire department has 18 
full-time and 24 paid-on-call fire- 
fighters. 

Greend&le's recreation depart¬ 
ment budget is about half Green- 
belt's, There are six tennis courts, 
three ball fields, a recreation/ 
community center with three full¬ 
time and some part-time person¬ 
nel. Fieldstad told us there are 
as many as 100 part-time person¬ 
nel employed during the summer 
months. Responsibility for the 
recreational program is shared 
with the school district. No mu¬ 
nicipal outdoor pool was planned 
for Greendale. 

In addition to the Village Board 
a long list of advisory boards and 
commissions serves the communi¬ 
ty. The Plan Commission draws 
up long-range development plans 
and detailed plans for their effec¬ 
tuation, hears requests for rezon¬ 
ing and plan modifications. There 
is also a Zoning Board of Appeals, 
The Fire and Police Commission 
appoints the respective chiefs, re¬ 
cruits personnel for the depart¬ 
ments and holds discipline/dismis ¬ 
sal hearings when necessary. There 
are boards for parks and recrea¬ 
tion, industrial development, tax 
assessment review, public cele¬ 
brations, library and historical 
preservation and records. The 
Building Board’s functions in¬ 
clude assuring conformance to ar¬ 
chitectural design requirements. 

Master Plan 

A Master Plan was developed 
and adopted in 1963, seven years 
ahead of Greenbelt’s. The differ¬ 
ence : Greendale's Master Plan has 
real teeth which village residents 
have fought to maintain, says 
Fieldstad. 

It takes a half hour to get to 
downtown Milwaukee via public 
transportation. 

Garbage iff also collected by the 
village but it is “curb side** only 
and just once a week, with strictly 
enforced rules. Recycling of news¬ 
papers, glass and aluminum has 
been left to private groups within 
the community. 


A new library is the next major 
municipal project, according to 
Fieldstad. (The original one - 
room library, shared by school and 
public, was housed In Central 
school.) 

A forty-five minute mini-tour 
of Greendale offers only a first 
glimpse. As hasty visitors, we 
were left with many questions as 
we climbed aboard our super- 
saver flight for Baltimore. How 
effective Is the privately run re¬ 
cycling? What is the story of the 
post office? The theater, was 
there a theater? What iff the tax 
rate and how does it compare with 
Greenbelt’s? Who runs the school 
system? What is the newspaper 
like and how is it run? What 
problems does Greendale face?
